Home owners tell 
us they get faster growth, larger plants and many 
more of them, when they sow Gro-coated lawn grass 
seed. We mix two grades of seed, one for ordinary 
seeding and another for shady spots. One pound of 
seed will sow approximately 250 square feet.
